Russia's Rebuke to Composers 
Is Another Anti-West Move 
When the news came that the 


Soviet government had denounced 
its Ihrce leading • composers, 
one 


New York paper carried Ihe story 
under this headline: "If 
Stalin 


Can't Sing It, It Ain't Music.".That 
observation probably summed up 
the reaction of a lot of people who 
.iapad the story. 


Well, it was funny in a way, I 
and there was an added touch of 
humor in the crqss-jp that had the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington put- 
ting out a bulletin in praise ol A- 
ram Khachaturian's music on the 
same da'y the press revealed that 
Khachaturian had 
been officially 
slapped down. 


But the story was also serious 


and familiar. This incident was on- 
ly one example of the Kremlin's 
hate-and-hale-mspired campaign to 
remove all western influences from 
(jjjussian life. It was of a piece 
with earlier rebukes of Soviet com- 
posers, playwrights and movie ma 
kers. 
' Here we see the growing simi- 
larity of the Nazi and Soviet tech- 
niques. Hitler not only banned the 
Jewish contributions to 
German 


culture, he stifled science and art 
by insisting that everything from 
a symphony to a blood iransfjsion 
had to fit into his insane theory. 


Russia's Communist rulers are 


doing the same thing. All creation 
f 


''- instruction must have its class- 


ruggle angle, and must repeat 


the tiresome, tasteless idea that 
and everylning foreign is deprav- 
everylhing 
Russian is wonderful, 


and everything foreign is deprav- 
ed. 


Such senseless, degrading orders 


cannot help but have a paralyzing 
effect on a country's best minds. 
But at least some of ihe artisls 
and scholars and scientists of Na- 
zi Germany had an advantage over 
their. Russian colleagues. They co- 
uld leave Germany and her cup- 
'toyc neighbors. Men like Fre.id and 
Thomas Mann, Hindemilh the com- 
poser and Remarque the novelist 
were able to escape and continue 
their work in the healthy atmos- 
phere of freedom. 


Not so the Russians. They nol 


only must remain; they must also 
conform, if they value the lives 
and freedom of themselves 
and 
their familcis. And so we read the 
abject apologies of Serge Proko- 
fieff, dean of Russian composers 
1 and one of today's most emnient 
I ijiusicians, in which the thanks the 
T\>mmunist Party for helping him 
correct his "errors" and asks the 
Soviet people lo help him over- 
come Ihe "formalistic trend" 
in 
his work. 


We read the words of other re- 


buked composers who, like the de- 
fendanls in the 193G purge trials, 
outdo each other in admitting al! 
the sins they are accused of and 
adding a few more for good mea- 
sure. 


Whal it must cost these arlisls 


and scientists in self-respect pan 
Jfi imagined. It is bad enough lo 
have to take orders .from some po- 
litical commissar, who hasn'l the 
least notion of the creative .pro- 
cesses which bring a great work 
into being. It is infinitely \\orse to 
have to admit, through :fear,.ihat

Fam- 
ily quarrels, games'or amusements 
wnicn are 100 exciting and fright- 
ening movies or radio programs 
should be avoided. . 


Parents of suutering 
children 


are likely to have more than av- 
erage 
en.ergy. The 
susceptible 


child s nervous system is not gear- 
ed lor this rapid tempo. When the 
child tries to initiate it, he loses 
his co-ordination and rhythm and 
this comes out in his speech. Tne 
guiding motto in the home of the 
stuttering child, therefore, should 
be to slow down the pace. 


Some children who stutter are

Washigton, March 29 —(/P) — A 


New York law which bans the sale 
of publications devoted principally 
to stones of bloodshed, lust 
and 


crime today has held 'unconstitu- 
tional -lay the supreme court. 


The decision was 6-3. Justice 
Frankfurter 
said 
the 
decision 


knocked down similar laws in 20 
states and made questionable such 
laws in Jnur others, 


Justice Re.ed spoke for the 
ma- 


jority. He based his opinion largely 
on t:.c ground the New York statute 
was loo vague. Reed said: 


"It does not seem to us that an 


honest distributor of publications 
could know when he might be held 
to have ignored such a prohibition 
(as set up by the New York law). 


"Collections of tales of war hor- 


rors, 
otherwise 
unexceptionable, 
might well be found to be massed 
(in one publication) so as to 
be- 


come 'vehicles for inciting violent 
and depraved crimes.' 


"Where a statute is so vague as 


to make criminal an innocent act, 
a conviction under it cannot be sus- 
tained." 


The decision was given on an ap- 


peal by Murray Winters, New York 
City book dealer who 
was 
fined 


$100 on a charge of possessing, with 
intent to sell, some 2,000 copies of 
a magazine calad "Headquarters 
Detective, true cases from the po- 
lice blotter."
